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SOUTH  AFRICAN  ENGLISH  POETRY  THEN  AND  NOW 

In  a  perceptive  analysis  of  the  work  of  contemporary  South  African 
poets  writing  in  English  Mr,  Uys  Krige  recently  drew  a  contrast  between 
yesterday’s  poets  of  rebellion  and  the  homing  poets  of  to-day.  Unlike 
Roy  Campbell  and  William  Plomer,  who  wiped  the  unsympathetic  dust 
of  Africa  from  their  feet  and  sought  a  maturer  audience  overseas,  writers 
such  as  Guy  Butler  and  Anthony  Delius  have  left  their  country  as  com¬ 
batants  only  to  rediscover  it  in  temporary  exile.  In  their  work  Krige 
detects  an  entirely  new  strain  and  idiom  which  has  about  it  something 
characteristically  South  African. 

An  even  greater  contrast  exists  between  the  older  generation  of  living 
South  African  poets  writing  in  English,  such  as  Dr.  Francis  Carey  Slater 
and  Arthur  Shearly  Cripps  and  the  comparatively  trivial  versifiers  of  a 
hundred  years  ago,  some  of  whose  work  is  recorded  in  Mr.  G.  M.  Miller’s 
Calendar  of  South  African  English  verse  printed  in  this  number  of  our 
Bulletin.  As  Mr.  Miller  points  out  elsewhere,  early  South  African  verse 
suffered  from  many  limitations  inseparable  from  the  time  and  place  of  its 
conception:  nostalgia,  literary  insincerity,  lack  of  any  depth  or  genuine 
feeling.  The  work  of  Thomas  Pringle,  probably  overpraised  by  contrast, 
was  a  happy  accident.  Most  of  the  verse  is  the  work  of  old  and  middle- 
aged  men:  there  is  no  love  poetry  of  any  value  and  little  vigorous  nar¬ 
rative,  but  a  plethora  of  moralising  and  improving  sentiment  set  out  in 
what  was  thought  to  be  poetic  form.  The  best  of  it,  perhaps,  was  ironical 
or  satirical;  the  worst  of  it  was  written  without  thought  of  an  audience 
and,  as  with  much  writing  to-day,  as  a  mild  form  of  self-expression  and 
self-indulgence. 

The  interest  of  the  work  recorded  in  Mr.  Miller’s  Calendar  is,  we  must 
admit,  antiquarian  and  bibliographical  rather  than  literary,  but  it  is  not 
without  value  on  that  account.  Like  South  Africa,  Canada,  New  Zealand 
and  Australia  have  passed  through  lean  “colonial  periods”  of  literary 
development,  and  in  those  countries,  too,  contemporary  poets  are  finding 
their  roots  and  inspiration  in  their  own  environment.  “A  great  art”,  as 
a  Canadian  writer,  E.  K.  Brown,  has  pointed  out,  “is  fostered  by  artists 
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and  audience  possessing  in  common  a  passionate  and  peculiar  interest  in 
the  kind  of  life  that  exists  in  the  country  where  they  live.”  It  is  the  contrast 
between  the  entire  lack  of  such  common  ground  a  hundred  years  ago,  and 
its  marked  development  among  the  poets  of  to-day,  that  lends  interest 
even  to  the'  dry  bones  of  colonial  Victorian  verse  in  South  Africa. 

The  Literature  of  Central  Africa 

Readers  of  the  elegant  Oppenheimer  Series  published  from  the  Central 
African  Archives  in  Salisbury,  Southern  Rhodesia,  may  be  unaware  of  the 
impressive  work  that  is  being  done  by  that  institution  to  build  up  a  corpus 
of  information  about  the  Central  African  territories,  both  in  manuscript 
and  printed  form.  Apart  from  the  basic  collections  of  original  docunieiiis 
which  constitute  the  chief  pride  of  the  Archives,  and  well-known  printed 
works  of  travel,  history  and  missionary  endeavour,  there  is  an  ever-increasing 
output  of  current  publications  throughout  the  region.  Much  of  it  comprises 
ephemera  which,  a  generation  ahead,  it  will  be  impossible  to  secure. 
Through  the  provisions  for  copyright  deposit,  which  are  effective  in  both 
the  Rhodesias  and  Nyasaland,  the  Central  African  Archives  are  making  sure 
that  the  historians  of  the  future  will  not  lack  for  secondary  source  material. 

There  is,  however,  an  important  gap  to  be  filled.  Not  only  is  there  ai 
present  no  published  record  of  the  current  intake  of  Central  African  printed 
material,  but  comprehensive  bibliographies  relating  to  Northern  Rhodesia 
and  to  the  outstanding  collection  of  Portuguese  works  on  Africa  in  the 
Archives  Library  remain  in  unpublished  form.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  before 
long  means  will  be  found  to  make  these  contributions  to  African  biblio¬ 
graphy  more  widely  available. 

Recent  manuscript  acquisitions 

Among  recent  acquisitions  to  the  Africana  Department  of  the  Souit 
African  Library  are  four  small  leather-covered  notebooks  recording  the 
impressions  of  a  new  arrival  from  England  in  the  Cape  Town  of  1818. 
Mrs.  Eaton,  the  diarist,  is  no  Burchell,  but  her  unstudied  remarks  on 
personalities,  customs  and  daily  life  at  the  Cape  have  a  flavour  of  thei: 
own.  Types  of  housing,  food,  the  two  theatres  “better  fitted  up  than  mos: 
of  the  country  theatres  in  England”,  the  slaves,  and  the  Governor  and  hi) 
friends,  are  all  subjects  for  comment.  Liking  the  country,  the  visitor  decided 
to  stay. 

Records  of  another  kind  are  ledgers  and  letter-books  relating  to  thf 
firm  of  William  Anderson,  shif)s’  chandlers,  one  of  the  earliest  merchant) 
to  be  established  in  Simonstown.  Although  they  do  not  have  the  intimate 
appeal  of  Lord  Macartney’s  private  Account  Book,  or  the  Barnard  Accounts 
which  are  both  in  the  Library,  the  Anderson  ledgers  supply  informatiot 
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of  considerable  value  on  prices  of  commodities  in  the  fifties  and  sixties 
of  the  last  century,  and  about  the  many  ships  and  their  crews  that  called 
at  Simonstown  during  those  years. 

The  Library  has  also  acquired  through  gift  a  letter-book  formerly  owned 
by  William  Robertson,  who  was  appointed  Agent  for  Prize  Money  result¬ 
ing  from  the  capture  of  the  Cape  in  1806.  This  throws  light  on  an  unusual 
comer  of  Cape  history,  and  accompanying  it  is  a  copy  of  the  abortive 
“Terms  granted  to  the  inhabitants  of  Buenos  Ayres  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief”,  Sir  Home  Popham,  roughly  printed  with  English  and  Spanish 
in  parallel  columns. 

Some  years  ago  the  Library,  together  with  other  interested  bodies,  made 
a  public  appeal  for  the  preservation  of  private  archives,  family  papers  and 
diaries.  It  is  encouraging  to  find  that  this  appeal  has  found  a  ready  response 
among  owners  of  this  type  of  material. 

Tailpiece 

Thomas  Carlyle,  founder  of  the  London  Library,  persuaded  his  friend 
Harriet  Lady  Ashburton  to  become  a  member.  He  was  obliged  to  warn 
her,  however,  that  she  would  be  unlikely  to  obtain  any  new  books.  In  a 
letter  dated  November  4,  1845,  he  wrote:  “I  understand  there  is  a  great 
scramble  for  such,  and  the  rule  with  our  old  heavy  Librarian  (a  very  lazy 
heavy  man)  is  ‘Serve  the  loudest,  take  my  life,  but  do  not  disturb  my 
peace,  ye  beautiful  people!’  for  it  is  women  always  that  are  scrambling.”* 

DUELLING  AT  THE  CAPE

The  author,  Mr.  A.  C.  G.  Lloyd,  was 
Librarian  of  the  South  African  Library  from  1909  till  1938— Ed.] 

Of  duels  there  have  been  many  at  the  Cape,  but  few  have  been  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  proceedings  in  the  Courts.  Miss  Rene  Juta,  in  her  novel  “The 
Tavern,”  has  described  the  duel  between  the  famous  Dr.  James  Barry  and 
Captain  Josias  Cloete,  altering  its  traditional  venue  to  suit  the  exigencies 
of  her  tale.  The  Hon.  Henry  Barrington,  M.L.C.,  who  in  his  early  days 
had  been  an  attache  of  the  British  Legation  in  Athens,  fought  a  duel  on 
Green  Point  Common  with  the  captain  of  the  ship  which  brought  him  to 
the  Cape  on  his  first  visit  in  1847.  Tradition  has  it  that  the  cause  of  the 
quarrel  was  a  very  beautiful  lady  passenger  to  whom  both  the  captain 
and  Mr.  Barrington  had  become  attached.  I  have  never  been  able  to  obtain

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any  reliable  account  of  the  fight,  which  resulted  in  the  future  Legislative 
Councillor  receiving  a  severe  wound. 

The  first  emigrant  ship  to  New  Zealand  produced  a  crop  of  quarrels 
which  led  to  not  one,  but  several,  meetings  with  sword  and  pistol  on  the 
arrival  of  the  vessel  at  Cape  Town.  The  participants  were  arrested  and 
made  their  appearance  at  the  Magistrate’s  Court.  Several  years  ago  a  high 
official  in  New  Zealand  commissioned  the  present  writer  to  obtain  for  his 
Government  copies  of  the  records  in  these  cases,  but,  on  a  search  being 
made  in  Caledon  Square,  it  was  found  that  all  the  criminal  records  for  the 
particular  year  required  are  missing. 

On  the  24th  March,  1819,  there  was  fought  on  the  lower  slopes  of  the 
Mountain  above  Orangezicht  a  duel  between  Captain  George  Hussey  and 
Lieutenant  Daragh  Osborne,  both  of  the  38th  Regiment,  then  stationed  in 
Cape  Town.  Unfortunately  the  only  record  of  the  fight  which  remains  is 
in  the  unpublished  diary  of  the  Missionary,  John  Campbell,  who  made 
his  second  journey  of  inspection  for  the  London  Missionary  Society  in 
1819.  It  is  on  this  diary‘  that  his  published  “Narrative”  is  based,  but  the 
incident  of  the  duel  is  omitted  from  the  printed  book.  On  March  25th 
Campbell  entered  in  his  diary;  “It  is  reported  that  the  fatal  duel  of  yester¬ 
day  was  occasioned  by  a  quarrel  at  the  mess  the  preceding  day.  That  Captain 
Hussey  was  much  esteemed  by  his  brother  officers,  but  he  had  not  the 
government  of  his  tongue  after  taking  a  few  glasses  of  wine.  That  at  that 
mess  he  had  called  another  officer  a  coward  and  some  other  opprobrious 
epithets,  that  the  officer  waited  till  12  o’clock  at  night  expecting  he  would 
make  an  apology,  but  he  would  not,  wherefore  he  sent  him  a  challenge 
to  meet  him  next  morning  at  five,  which  he  accepted.  They  met.  Captain 
Hussey’s  antagonist  fired,  the  bullet  entered  his  body  under  the  arm  and 
went  across  to  under  the  other,  when  he  fell  instantly  dead  to  the  ground. 
The  parties  are  in  custody.”  Campbell  records  that  there  was  a  race  meeting 
that  day  and  that  after  it  was  over  his  fellow  officers  buried  the  poor 
captain.  This  gave  Campbell  a  welcome  chance  to  moralise:  “What  a  strange 
world  this  is,  little  love,  little  concern  about  anything  but  money.  Hussey 
is  in  eternity  and  I  fear  few  of  his  comrades  left  behind  are  laying  it  to 
heart,  but  perhaps  for  a  petty  point  of  honour  would  engage  to-morrow 
in  a  similar  affray.”  At  1 1.30  a.m.  on  March  29th  a  court  martial  assembled 
in  a  large  room  at  the  Castle  to  try  Lieutenant  Osborne.  Tt  was  presided 
over  by  Colonel  Graham,  then  Commandant  at  Simonstown,  who  was 
assisted  by  fourteen  other  officers.  Such  an  opportunity  for  sight-seeing 
was  not  to  be  missed  by  Campbell,  who  with  Dr.  Phillip,  of  troublesome 
memory,  obtained  permission  to  be  present.  He  records  in  his  diary  that 
“Lieutenant  Osborne  was  a  good-looking  man  and  conducted  himself  with 
a  suitable  demeanour.  1  viewed  him  with  pity,  supposing  the  misery  of 
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ive  mind  which  he  was  likely  to  endure  during  the  remainder  of  his  days  for 
having  murdered  a  fellow  officer.  All  that  was  brought  forward  was  that 
rels  Lieutenant  Osborne  informed  the  Colonel  of  the  Regiment  that  Captain

;ery  of  Patullo  was  moving  off,  “another  shot.”  But  at  this  Hitchins  interfered. 
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saying,  “there  is  fully  sufficient;  Mr.  Patullo  is  wounded.”  General  H.  G. 
Grey,  then  Commander  of  the  Forces  and  Lieutenant-Governor,  was 
determined  to  put  an  end  to  the  frequent  duelling  among  the  officers  under 
his  command.  He  ordered  a  General  Court  Martial  to  assemble  at  the  Castle 
on  the  4th  January,  1810.  This  was  presided  over  by  Brigadier-General 
Wetherall,  who  was  assisted  by  fourteen  officers  of  the  garrison.  General 
Grey  instructed  the  Deputy  Judge  Advocate  not  to  bring  Patullo  and 
Hitchins  to  trial  if  they  detailed  the  whole  of  the  circumstances  of  the  duel 
as  they  occurred.  To  this  these  officers  assented,  to  the  great  indignation 
of  Ryan  and  his  friends.  At  the  opening  of  the  Court  Ryan  handed  in  a 
protest  against  the  admission  of  such  evidence,  and  appealed  to  the  manly 
and  honourable  feelings  of  every  member  against  the  adoption  of  a  measure 
which  he  declared  w'as  “unprecedented  in  its  nature,  pregnant  with  conse¬ 
quences  of  incalculable  mischief,  and  tending  to  dissolve  every  tie  of 
confidence  and  honour,  which  the  general  consent  and  usages  of  society 
have  for  ages  established  and  rendered  sacred.”  This  “solemn”  protest  the 
Court  overruled  and  the  trial  proceeded.  Now  Captain  Ryan  was  engaged 
to  be  married  to  a  daughter  of  the  notorious  Laurence  Hynes  Hallcran, 
pseudo-parson  and  chaplain  of  the  naval  and  military  forces  of  the  Cape, 
and  by  leave  of  the  Court  Dr.  Halloran  wrote  the  defences  of  both  Ryan 
and  Nicolls.  The  bitter  satire  and  invective,  the  calculated  impertinence 
used  by  Halloran  in  the  defence  of  his  prospective  son-in-law  were  only 
less  in  degree  than  that  used  in  his  own  case  when  charged  a  few  months 
later  with  criminal  libel  and  which  I  have  already  described  in  the  pages 
of  this  Journals  His  manner  and  language  can  hardly  have  advanced  the 
interests  of  his  clients  with  the  Court.  The  verdict  of  guilty  was  pronounced 
and  Captains  Ryan  and  Nicolls  were  cashiered.  On  submission  of  the 
record  to  England,  His  Majesty,  while  he  approved  the  sentence,  was 
graciously  pleased  to  order  the  immediate  restoration  of  the  officers  to  the 
functions  of  their  commissions.  The  slim  volume,  afterwards  published  in 
London,  in  which  the  aforegoing  stoiy  is  told  records  this  clemency  in 
words  in  which  it  is  not  difficult  to  detect  the  hand  of  Halloran;  “May 
such  ever  prove  the  ultimate  triumph  of  generosity  and  honour  over  the 
dastardly  machinations  of  treachery  and  baseness!” 

A  case  which  created  much  amusement  and  some  excitement  in  Cape 
Town  was  tried  in  January,  1837,  by  Mr.  Justice  Menzies  and  a  jury 
Charles  Granet,  a  lieutenant,  and  Henry  Douglas  Cowper,  a  captain,  in 
the  98th  regiment,  were  charged,  the  first  with  sending  a  challenge  to  figh: 
a  duel,  the  second  with  delivering  a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel,  and  botk 
with  provoking  and  inciting  to  fight  a  duel  to  the  “great  damage  and 
terror”  of  Baron  Charles  George  de  Lorentz,  judge  and  superintendent  of 
police  in  Cape  Town.  Granet  and  another  officer,  in  the  preceding  Novem¬ 
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ber,  had  had  a  fracas  with  the  police  and  had  been  forcibly  taken  to  the 
Watch  House.  Next  morning  they  had  been  brought  before  de  Lorentz,  who 
had  reprimanded  them,  considering  that  the  disgrace  of  being  taken  to  the 
Watch  House  was  sufficient  punishment.  The  officers  had  made  a  counter¬ 
charge  against  the  police  which  de  Lorentz  refused  to  hear,  saying  that  they 
must  bring  any  complaint  before  the  Resident  Magistrate.  This  they  did 
with  the  result  that  the  police  officers  were  convicted.  Thereon  Baron  de 
Lorentz  had  written  a  semi-official  letter  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
98th  saying  that  he  intended  to  report  the  conduct  of  the  officers  to  the 
Commander  of  the  Forces.  In  this  letter  he  made  use  of  the  word  “disgrace”; 
to  this  Granet  took  exception  and  meeting  de  Lorentz  in  the  Heeregracht 
outside  Kunhardt’s  shop,  walking  with  Mr.  Carey,  Commissioner  of 
Stamps,  he  sent  his  friend  Captain  Cowper  to  confer  with  the  police-judge 
on  the  subject  of  the  letter.  Not  satisfied  with  de  Lorentz’  explanation 
Cowper  said:  “You  must  apologise  for  these  words  or  give  Mr.  Granet 
satisfaction.”  De  Lorentz  conferred  with  Carey,  who  gave  it  as  his  opinion 
that,  as  the  letter  was  of  an  official  nature,  honour  did  not  compel  his  friend 
to  meet  Granet.  Cowper  conveyed  the  refusal  of  de  Lorentz  to  Granet, 
who  then  authorised  him  to  tell  the  Baron  that  “his  conduct  had  been 
very  despicable  and  everything  but  what  it  ought  to  have  been.”  De  Lorentz 
then  made  an  affidavit  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  who  bound  over  Granet 
and  Cowper  to  keep  the  peace.  In  defence  Granct’s  Commanding  Officer 
and  Colonel,  afterwards  Sir  Harry  Smith,  told  the  Court  that  in  their 
opinion  the  two  officers  were  bound  in  honour  to  take  the  course  they  did, 
and  that  had  Granet  not  challenged  the  Baron  he  might  even  have  been 
subjected  to  a  court  martial.  The  summing  up  of  the  judge  cannot  have 
been  pleasant  hearing  for  de  Lorentz,  and  the  jury  were  given  the  strongest 
hint,  should  they  find  the  accused  guilty,  to  recommend  them  to  the  leniency 
of  the  Court.  The  verdict  was  in  these  terms:  “Guilty,  bui  under  such 
imperative  circumstances  as  regarded  their  characters  as  private  gentlemen, 
that  we  beg  strongly  to  recommend  the  defendants  to  the  lenient  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Court.”  The  judge  in  sentencing  Granet  and  Cowper  each 
to  pay  a  fine  of  £10  added:  “I  may  say,  while  1  pronounce  this  sentence, 
that  you  leave  this  Court  without  the  smallest  ground  for  attaching  blame 
to  your  conduct,  and  without  the  slightest  stain  or  imputation  on  your 
character  as  officers  and  gentlemen.” 

The  story  of  the  fatal  duel  between  “Tiger”  Roche  and  Captain  Ferguson 
has  previously  appeared  in  print,  and  I  do  not  propose  to  do  more  than 
recall  its  general  outlines.®  On  September  3rd,  1773,  the  Flu/i  Sittart,  East 
Indiaman,  arrived  in  Table  Bay  bound  for  Bengal.  Among  her  passengers 
were  Captain  John  Ferguson  and  his  brother  Adam,  Captain  David 
Roche  and  Charles  Grant,  father  of  that  Lord  Glenelg  who  was  to  play  so

important  a  part  in  South  African  history.  Roche  was  a  notorious  fire- 
eater  and  duellist.  He  had  been  the  colleague  of  John  Wilkes  in  the  famous 
Middlesex  election,  but  had  been  at  the  bottom  of  the  poll  without  a  single 
vote  recorded  for  him.  The  voyage  had  not  been  a  happy  one;  quarrels 
between  Roche  and  his  fellow  passengers  had  been  continuous  after  passing 
Madeira,  the  former  threatening  to  shorten  the  race  of  the  Fergusons.  The 
captain  found  it  necessary  to  prohibit  Roche  from  leaving  the  ship  until 
all  the  other  passengers  had  gone  ashore.  The  Fergusons  and  Grant,  on 
landing,  had  gone  to  reside  at  the  well-known  boarding-house  kept  by 
Abraham  Chiron  and  situated  in  the  Heeregracht,  while  Roche  and  his  wife 
had  betaken  themselves  to  the  hostelry  of  Van  der  Poel.  In  the  dusk  of  the 
evening  of  September  4th  Roche  called  at  Chiron’s  and  sent  a  message  to 
John  Ferguson  saying  that  a  Captain  Matthews  wished  to  speak  to  him. 
Ferguson  went  out  and  Mr.  Grant,  following  after,  came  upon  the  two 
fighting  with  swords  under  the  wall  of  the  Hospital,  somewhere  near  the 
spot  where  Darter’s  shop  now  stands.*  Grant  arrived  just  in  time  to  see 
Ferguson  stagger  backwards  mortally  wounded.  With  help  Grant  got  his 
friend  back  to  Chiron’s,  where  he  expired  before  the  arrival  of  Surgeon 
Nelson.  So  savage  had  been  the  onslaught  of  Roche  that  Ferguson  was 
wounded  on  head  and  face,  on  the  left  side  above  the  breast,  his  third  rib 
was  splintered,  and  the  pericardium  penetrated.  Roche  disappeared  bui 
after  some  days,  owing  to  the  urgent  representations  made  by  the  pas¬ 
sengers  to  the  Fiscal,  he  was  apprehended  and  brought  before  the  Court 
of  Justice,  but  was  acquitted.  The  Van  Sit  tart  sailed  without  him.  Roche’s 
adventures  were  many  before  he  reached  India  to  take  up  his  appointment 
in  the  military  service  of  the  East  India  Company.  In  the  French  Islands 
the  Governor  took  a  fancy  to  him,  making  him  a  handsome  present  of 
money;  he  was  wrecked  on  the  island  Johanna,  but  eventually  reached 
Bombay,  where  he  was  arrested  and  sent  to  England  on  the  Thames,  East 
Indiaman.  He  was  again  apprehended  under  a  warrant  issued  in  terms  (rf 
33  Henry  VIII  for  the  trial  of  offences  committed  in  foreign  parts,  not 
subject  to  the  Crown  of  England.  After  an  examination  by  the  Privy 
Council,  at  which  amongst  others  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Lord 
North  and  the  Lord  Chancellor  were  present,  a  special  commission  passed 
the  great  seal  on  5th  August,  1775,  for  his  trial.  Of  the  long  struggle  for  bail, 
of  Roche’s  plea  that  he  had  been  honourably  acquitted  by  the  Dutch 
authorities  at  the  Cape,  1  cannot  sf>eak  here,  but  must  not  omit  the  evidence 
of  Mr.  John  Davies  of  St.  Martin’s  Lane,  who  had  been  many  years  resident 
at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  He  deposed  that  when  any  offence  of  a  capita! 
nature  was  committed  there,  application  was  made  to  the  Fiscal,  who 
inunediately  despatched  officers  in  pursuit  of  the  offender,  armed  with 
drawn  sabres,  and  attended  by  a  number  of  fine  large  dogs,  of  surprising 
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sagacity,  by  whom  the  criminal  was  generally  discovered.  Davies  further 
swore  that,  if  the  criminal  happened  to  be  a  person  of  distinction,  he  was 
given  to  the  care  of  some  friend,  who  became  resjnonsible  for  his  appear¬ 
ance  in  the  penalties  of  life  and  fortune;  if,  on  the  contrary,  he  proved  to 
be  a  person  of  low  or  middling  repute  he  was  cast  into  a  dungeon.  On 
December  11th  Roche  was  brought  to  trial  at  the  Old  Bailey  in  terms  of 
the  special  commission.  The  prosecution  was  hampered  by  the  absence  of 
Charles  Grant  and  other  witnesses  in  India,  and  the  jury  brought  in  a 
verdict  of  not  guilty. 

No  record  of  duelling  at  the  Cape  can  be  complete  without  recalling  the 
fact  that  the  first  white  settlement  in  Southern  Africa  was  led  by  Captain 
Cross,  ex- Yeoman  of  the  Guard  to  James  1  of  England,  who  was  banished 
by  his  sovereign  for  the  many  duels  he  had  fought.  Cross,  who  had  so 
often  killed  his  man,  and  so  long  terrorised  the  Court,  found  his  fate  on 
the  shores  of  Table  Bay  when,  after  an  altercation  with  some  Strandloopers, 
he  fell  pierced  by  a  hundred  poisoned  arrows.®

A  CALENDAR  OF  SOUTH  AFRICAN  ENGLISH  VERSE 
PUBLICATIONS  TO  1855. 

[This  Calendar  is  part  of  an  unpublished  thesis  on  the  English  poetry  of  South  Africa 
by  Mr.  G.  M.  Miller,  at  present  Principal  of  Goromonzi  School,  Southern  Rhodesia. 
In  a  note  explaining  his  reasons  for  including  and  excluding  items  Mr  Miller  states  that 
he  has  taken  domicile  as  his  criterion.  “If  a  writer  has  voluntarily  taken  up  residence 
in  South  Africa  or  Rhodesia,  or  has  been  bom  in  either  country  and  lived  there  during 
adult  life,  his  work  has  been  included,  no  matter  how  short  a  time  the  residence  may  have 
lasted.  Tlte  only  exceptions  are  “Emilly  Brittle”,  George  Marshall  and  the  early  “Indian 
visitors”,  who  are  included  at  the  beginning  for  historical  reasons,  and  one  or  two,  like 
the  unknown  author  of  St.  Helena,  concerning  whom  the  facts  are  not  yet  certain  enough 
to  justify  exclusion.  Compilations  of  hymns,  unless  they  are  of  original  composition,  have 
been  excluded,  as  well  as  a  few  items  that  appear  in  Dr.  E.  R.  ^ry's  tentative  edition 
of  the  Biographical  record  of  South  African  literature  in  English,  1938.  The  Calendar  does 
not  attempt  to  record  the  mass  of  verse  scattered  in  newspaper  and  periodical  literature 
of  the  time. — Ed.] 


1785  Emily  Brittle. 

The  India  Guide,  or  Journal  of  a  voyage  to  the  East  Indies  in 
the  year  1780,  in  a  poetical  epistle  to  her  mother. 
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iv,  107  pp.,  Gordon,  Calcutta. 

Letter  II  is  stated  to  have  been  begun  at  the  Cape  on  July  25, 
1780.  The  work  was  written  in  the  manner  of  the  Bath  Guide, 
as  allowing  of  humorous  treatment  of  the  incidents  of  a  journey 
“in  pursuit  of  a  swain”.  The  boisterous  humour  is  obviously 
masculine,  and  Colvin  makes  the  statement  (Intro,  to  Mendel¬ 
ssohn’s  Bibliography,  p.  Ixvi,  footnote)  that  “Miss  Emilly 
Brittle”  was  said  to  be  a  certain  John  Dallas,  of  the  British  East 
India  Company’s  service. 

1803  H.  W.  Tytler,  M.D. 

The  Voyage  home,  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  with  other 
poems  relating  to  the  Cape,  and  notes. 

Title-page,  dedication,  73  pp.  Hatchard,  London. 

The  “other  poems”  number  three  and  have  little  relation  to  the 
Cape.  The  author  (1752-1808)  was  well  known  as  a  translator 
into  English  verse  before  coming  to  Cape  Town.  He  had  trans¬ 
lated  The  Works  of  Callimachus  into  English  verse  in  1793,  and 
also,  from  the  French,  a  poem  in  three  books  on  the  Art  of 
Nursing  and  Rearing  Children — Paedotrophia,  1797.  He  arrived 
in  1800  as  Apothecary  to  the  Forces,  for  the  special  purpose, 
according  to  Lady  Anne  Barnard,  of  inoculating  the  troops  with 
cowpox.  {Letters,  pp.  244  and  249).  He  left  towards  the  end  of 
1802  with  the  garrison  after  the  Peace  of  Amiens.  {Gazette,  Oct. 
9.)  The  poem  would  appear  to  be  the  work  of  the  three  months’ 
journey. 

C.1810  George  Ross. 

Reflections  on  the  earthquake  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  4th 
December,  1809. 

This  is  a  leaflet  without  imprint.  It  is  of  paper  bearing  the  Govern¬ 
ment  watermark,  and  must  have  been  issued  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Press.  The  author  was  the  Superintendent  of  the  Press.  The 
verse  consists  of  40  lines,  20  heroic  couplets,  in  the  prevailing 
18th  century  manner. 

1810  Laurence  Halloran,  D.D. 

Ode  for  His  Majesty’s  birth  day,  4th  June,  1810. 

A  leaflet  similar  to  the  above.  The  same  piece  is  given  in  Theal’s 
Records,  vol.  7,  p.  386.  Theal  found  it  enclosed  with  a  letter 
to  the  Earl  of  Liverpool.  Halloran  was  at  the  time  Chaplain  to 
the  military  and  naval  forces  at  the  Cape,  and  had  just  been 
appointed  Rector  of  the  Public  Grammar  School,  Cape  Town. 
His  residence  at  the  Cape  lasted  from  1808  to  1810  when,  after 
being  suspected  of  anonymous  letter  writing,  he  was  charged 
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with  libel  and  exiled  from  the  Colony.  (See  Mendelssohn,  Biblio¬ 
graphy,  p.  676.)  His  ordination  certificate  was  later  found  to 
have  been  forged.  His  ode  is  fulsome  in  adulation,  while  the  Cape 
is  to  the  writer  a  “Region  drear”  and  a  “rude  ungenial  Strand”. 
Halloran  had  written  The  Battle  of  Trafalgar,  London  1806,  130 
pp.,  before  coming  to  the  Cape,  a  work  replete  with  similar 
adulatory  lines.  His  other  ix>em  is  Newgate:  or  Desultory  Sketches 
in  Prison,  London,  74  pp.  He  had  been  sentenced  to  transportation 
for  7  years  for  defrauding  the  Post  Office  of  lOd.  by  forging  a 
frank.  The  addenda  to  this  work  give  many  details  of  his  life, 
pp.  57-67.  He  died  in  New  South  Wales  in  1831. 

1811  George  Ross. 

An  occasional  prologue,  intended  to  have  been  spoken  by  Lieut.- 
Colonel  Dennis  at  the  African  Theatre  on  Saturday  evening  29th 
June,  1811. 

Another  leaflet  containing  104  lines.  The  play  that  evening  was 
“The  Heir  at  Law”,  and  “The  Citizen”.  {Cape  Gazette).  These 
latter  three  leaflets  are  all  in  private  hands. 

1812  George  Marshall. 

Epistles  in  verse  between  Cynthia  and  Leonora,  in  three  cantos, 
descriptive  of  a  voyage  to  and  from  the  East  Indies.  216  pp., 
plates,  and  list  of  subscribers.  Preston  and  Heaton,  Newcastle. 

1821  Coloniensis  Anglicus.  (Herbert  Pugh) 

Emigration;  a  poem.  18  pp.,  inch  4  pp.  notes.  Government  Press, 
Cape  Town. 

The  1834  Catalogue  of  the  S.A.  Public  Library  lists  this  poem 
under  the  authorship  of  Herbert  Pugh,  Esq.  (p.  166). 

This  gentleman  is  listed  by  Pringle  in  1825  among  the  benefactors 
to  the  South  African  Public  Library,  and  an  autograph  inscription 
has  been  found  there  in  a  memoir  of  Jonas  Hanway,  the  18th 
centurj'  philanthropist,  by  John  Pugh,  his  one-time  amanuensis. 
The  library  also  possesses  another  undisputed  work  of  Herbert 
Pugh’s,  a  Compendium  of  Decisions  relating  to  Ships  and  Cargo 
sold  by  the  Master  under  plea  of  necessity.  This  was  printed  at 
the  Government  Press  in  1823.  The  author  is  described  on  the 
title-page  as  “Proctor  in  the  Vice-Admiralty  Court  and  Notary 
Public,  Cape  of  Good  Hope”.  1  have  traced  through  the  Gazette 
his  arrival  by  the  brig  Waterloo,  (May  26,  1821),  his  appointment 
as  Notary  Public,  (June  23,  1821),  and  Proctor  (April  27,  1822), 
and  eventually  the  various  stages  of  insolvency  (Sept.  1st,  1826 
to  July  6,  1827).  There  he  disappears  from  view. 
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1825  A  Colonist. 

Fragments  in  verse. 

15  pp.  including  title-page,  Bridekirk,  Cape  Town. 

I  believe  these  verses  to  have  been  written  by  Pugh.  To  begin 
with,  the  18th  century  style  is  very  similar  to  that  of  Emigration. 

Then  most  of  the  verses  appear  to  have  been  composed  in  Eng¬ 
land,  and  one  set  of  lines  is  marked  “Written  during  the  public 
tumults  of  1820”.  The  only  piece  that  is  obviously  written  in 
South  Africa  is  in  commemoration  of  the  King’s  Birthday,  1822. 

Next,  lines  “Written  on  the  Front  Page  of  a  Lady’s  Album”  were 
printed  in  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Gazette  on  April  6,  1822, 
with  the  editorial  apology,  “We  are  much  indebted  for  the  speci¬ 
mens  of  Poetry  with  which  we  have  been  favoured  by  ‘Colo- 
niensis’;  and  regret  that  our  limits  will  not  allow  of  more  than  182 

one  being  inserted  in  this  Gazette”.  It  is  a  reasonable  deduction 
that  a  man  who  wrote  such  a  style,  reached  South  Africa  between 
1820  and  1822,  and  used  the  pesudonym  “Coloniensis”,  was 
Pugh.  Finally,  the  booklet  was  advertised  by  the  bookseller 
Howell  in  the  next  line  to  Pugh’s  Compendium  etc.  in  the  first 
recorded  list  of  publications  of  the  Cape  Press.

Q  in  the  Comer  (Frederic  Brooks) 

South  African  grins,  or  the  Quizzical  depot  of  General  Humbug. 

Published  by  that  most  notorious  humbug,  Q,  in  the  Comer,  Esq. 

77  pp.  printed  for  the  author,  Bridekirk,  Cape  Town. 

The  72  pages  of  this  book  are  divided  into  three  numbers,  the 
the  first  dated  April,  1825.  It  is  satirical  doggerel,  quite  pungent 
and  amusing,  but  with  no  polish.  No.  2  gives  a  biting  description 
of  Cape  Town’s  unlit  and  dirty  streets  and  its  filthy  gutters;  No. 

3  a  lively  account  of  the  town’s  manners  and  customs.  The 
Mendelssohn  Library  has  a  MS.  copy  with  printed  title-page  say¬ 
ing  “Printed  for  Mr.  Frederic  Brooks”.  A  rhyming  riddle  also 
reveals  the  surname.  A  pencil  note  in  the  MS  copy  says  “Pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  Cape  in  1820”,  and  adds,  “My  father  returned  to 
England  with  Capt.  Owen  in  H.M.  ship  Leven  in  August,  1826” 

The  date  at  least  in  this  statement  would  seem  to  be  an  error,  183^ 

as  the  Leven  did  not  reach  Cape  Town  till  Sept.  28th.  The  South 
African  Chronicle  lists  Brooks  amongst  those  who  left  Cape 
Town  in  the  Lavinia  early  in  June,  1825.

St.  Helena:  a  poem.  andth 
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12  pp.,  including  title-page. 

This  was  bound  up  with  other  products  of  the  Cape  Press  in  the 
S.A.  Public  Library  in  1834.  The  title-page  has  been  lost,  the 
surviving  copy  comprising  pp.  3-12.  From  internal  evidence  it 
was  written  by  one  who  was  bom  in  St.  Helena  (p.  6),  and  after 
May,  1821,  when  Napoleon  died.  The  poem  describes  the  beauty 
and  tranquillity  of  the  island,  the  career  of  Napoleon,  and  the 
contrast  of  his  quiet  and  humble  tomb.  It  is  competent  but  not 
distinguished.  The  S.A.P.L.  catalogue  estimates  the  date  to  be 
1826:  this  seems  to  me  to  be  supported  by  the  fact  that  someone 
from  St.  Helena  contributed  a  seiies  of  articles  to  Bridekirk’s 
Chronicle  in  March  and  April  of  that  year,  highly  eulogistic  of 
the  island. 

1828  Thomas  Pringle. 

Ephemerides;  or  occasional  poems,  written  in  Scotland  and 
South  Africa. 

viii,  220  pp..  Smith,  Elder  &  Co.  London. 

Here  wc  ha\c  the  first  appearance  of  Afar  in  the  Desert  in  book 
form.  Pringle  had  already  published  before  coming  to  South 
Africa  in  1820  The  Autumnal  Excursion,  or  Sketches  in  Teviot- 
dale;  with  other  poems.  Edinburgh.  1819. 

He  had  contributed  an  imitation  of  Scott  to  Hogg’s  Poetic  Mirror 
in  1816,  and  with  R.  Storey  had  published  anonymously  in  1811 
an  amusing  satirical  poem  The  Institute,  63  pp.,  William,  Edin¬ 
burgh. 

R.  .1.  Stapleton. 

Poetry  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hop<e,  selected  from  the  periodicals 
of  ihe  Colony.* 

viii,  100  pp..  Grieg.  Cape  Town. 

There  is  a  list  of  69  subscribers  for  78  copies,  and  a  dedication. 
This  reveals  that  the  compiler  had  formerly  been  a  member  of 
the  East  India  Company’s  Civil  Service  in  Bengal.  The  Cape  of 
Good  Hope  Gazette  shows  him  first  of  all  advertising  for  litho¬ 
graphic  apparatus  (May  18,  1827),  and  then  beginning  litho¬ 
graphic  printing  at  “The  Repository”,  Berg  St.  (Nov.  22,  1828). 
1830  T.  P.  Adams. 

An  Eulogy  on  Dr.  Alexander  Cowie  &  Mr.  Benjamin  Green; 


•  "A  I  'lriosity  of  Stapleton's  book  is  that  it  opens  with  William  Cullen  Bryant's  Lines 
lo  a  wati  -lowl,  noting  that  they  had  been  extracted  from  asailor's  album  on  Dyer's  Island, 
and  were  now  reprinted  from  the  South  African  Chronicle:  the  author's  name  is  not  given, 
and  the  editor  is  plainly  unaware  of  their  true  origin.” 


who  lost  their  lives  on  their  return  from  Delagoa  Bay  to 
Graham’s  Town. 

iv,  15  pp.,  together  with  2  pp.  of  notes  and  a  list  of  subscribers. 
Meurant,  Graham’s  Town. 

This  is  the  first  English  verse  published  outside  of  Cape  Town. 
It  is  rough,  unrhymed  writing,  with  nothing  to  recommend  it 
but  goodwill.  According  to  the  author’s  statement  he  was  the 
Doctor’s  agent. 

1831  George  Gordon  Fletcher. 

A  poem  on  the  lamented  death  and  interment  of  the  late  Lord 
Byron. 

16  pp.,  printed  for  the  author,  London. 

A  curiosity,  probably  printed  before  Fletcher  came  to  Cape  Town. 
He  was  the  son  of  Byron’s  valet,  who  had  inherited  his  master’s 
wardrobe.  George  in  turn  received  Byron’s  green  mantle,  which 
became  a  well-known  sight  at  the  Cape,  and  inspired  him  to  a 
large  output  of  doggerel  verse. 

1834  Thomas  Pringle. 

African  Sketches.  Part  1,  Poems  Illustrative  of  South  Africa. 
Part  11,  Narrative  of  a  Residence  in  South  Africa, 
xiv,  528  pp.,  Moxon,  London. 

This  final  version  of  Pringle’s  African  writings  was  seen  through 
the  press  just  before  his  death.  The  Narrative  was  republished 
separately  the  next  year,  and  the  complete  poetical  works  in  1837. 

1835  Rev.  R.  Hartley  Kennedy,  M.D. 

The  Relicquary,  or  a  collection  of  poetical  fragments,  relics. 
74  pp.,  Pike,  Cape  Town. 

These  verses  are  the  collected  lines  of  a  school  fellow  of  Henry 
Kirke  White  who  had  served  as  a  medical  man  in  India.  They 
show  no  trace  of  interest  in  South  Africa. 

Rev.  Holt  Okes. 

Verses  on  the  celestial  sphere. 

14  pp.,  Robertson,  Cape  Town. 

A  versified  lecture  on  the  constellations,  in  imitation  of  the 
Phenomena  of  Aratus.  Mr.  Okes  was  Rector  of  Wynberg. 
1837  Thomas  Pringle. 

The  Poetical  works  of  Thomas  Pringle.  With  a  sketch  of  his  life 

by  Leitch  Ritchie. 

cxlix,  219  pp.,  Moxon,  London. 

The  volume  contains  a  portrait  engraving  of  Pringle  by  W. 
Finden. 
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1837  George  Longmore. 

The  Spirit  of  the  Age.  A  Satire. 

viii,  50  pp.  For  the  author,  Albion  Press,  Cape  Town. 

This  was  Longmore’s  first  publication  in  South  Africa,  but  is 
stated  in  the  preface  to  have  been  written  in  1832.  Longmore 
had  written  the  following  before  he  came  to  South  Africa  in 
1834. 

The  Charivari:  or  Canadian  poetics.  A  Tale  after  the  manner 
of  Beppx). 

49  pp..  Printed  for  the  Publisher,  Montreal,  1824.

1839  George  Longmore. 

The  Missionary:  A  poem  in  two  parts, 
vi,  53  pp..  Gleaner  Press,  Cape  Town. 

This  was  published  anonymously,  but  there  can  be  little  doubt 
that  it  was  Longmore’s.  There  is  internal  evidence,  and  it  was 
bound  up  with  Longmore’s  other  works  in  the  S.A.  Public 
Library.  It  is  based  on  an  address  given  in  Cape  Town  by  the 
Rev,  J.  Williams  on  his  way  to  Polynesia  in  1839,  which  Long- 
more  states  he  attended.  {Vide  Preface  to  Pilgrims  of  Faith.) 

1840  A  Gentleman. 

(William  Howard.) 

A  Poem  on  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem,  in  six  parts. 

79  pp.,  printed  by  Whiley,  Cape  Town,  for  sale  by  Robertson, 
Col  lard  &  Co.  etc. 

Of  no  literary  merit.  Based  on  Josephus  and  largely  written  in 
unsuitable  jogtrot  four-line  stanzas,  it  is  the  work  of  a  pious  1820 
settler.  The  authorship  is  revealed  by  an  advertisement  in  the 
Grahamstown  Journal  of  Jan.  7,  1841.  William  Howard  was  the 
leader  of  a  party  of  settlers,  and  a  schoolmaster  on  the  Lan¬ 
castrian  plan.  AylifT  mentions  him  as  an  early  Methodist  lay 
preacher,  and  Godlonton  gives  an  address  of  his  at  the  settlers’ 
celebrations  in  1844.  The  poem  was  advertised  in  1825,  as  about 
to  be  published  by  subscription  but  failed  to  appear.  It  is  of 
historical  interest  as  early  settler  work.
